did not agree to let you snore /’ A simple 
version of this story is, that honest David, 
suddenly aroused out of the peaceable rest 
for which he had compounded, demanded to 
know, in amazement and_ indignation, 
whether ‘ the coals were a’dune a’ready?’— 
a most natural inquiry.” 

Sach tales of colloquy in church abound. 
“Jenny,” asks a Dunfermline minister of 
the same generation, stooping from his pul- 
pit, “ have yet got a preen (pin) about ye?” 
yes, minister.” ‘‘Then stick it into 
that sleeping brate by your side.” Such 
instant punishment must have made it dan- 
gerous work to trifle with the temper or 
even attract over-much the notice of these 
keen sighted observers. 

“An admirable story of a quiet pulpit 
rebuke,” says Dean Ramsay, is traditiouary 
in the East Neuk of Fife and told of a se- 
ceding minister, a Mr. Shirra, a man well 
remembered by the older generation for 
many excellent aud some eccentric qualities. 
An officer of a volanteer corps, on duty in 
the place, very proud of his fresh uniform, 
had come to Mr. Shirra’s charch, and walked 
about as if looking for a seat, but, in fact, 
to shew off his dress, which he saw was at- 
tracting attention from some of the less 
grave mewbers of the congregation He 
came to his place, however, rather quickly, 
on Mr. Shirra quietly remonstrating, ‘ Ob, 
man, will ye sit doun, and we’ll see your new 
breeks when the kirk’s dune.” This same 
Mr. Shirra was well known from his quaint, 
and as it were, parenthetical comments 
which he introduced in his reading of Scrip- 
ture—as, for example, on reading from the 
116th Psalm, “I said in my baste, all 
men are liars,” he quietly observed, “ In- 
deed, David, an’ ye had been i’ this parish, 
ye might bae said it at yourleisure.” These 
dull old kirks, in the end of the eigh- 
teenth century, can scarcely have been so 
dull as one might suppose. Perhaps it isa 
Boanerges storming in the pulpit, with af- 
ternoen auditors woefully unable even to 
get to sleep; but lo, » dog bas followed his 
master to church, and, unseen, somewhere 
pays tribute to the eloquence of the sermon, 
becoming ‘‘ first excited, as is not uncommon 
with some dogs when hearing a noise, and 
from whingeing to whining, as the speaker’s 
voice rises louder and louder, at last begin- 
ning to bark avd howl.” The indiguant 
minister calls upon his beadle to eject the 
intruder. “ Ay, ay, sir,” says John, looking 
up tothe pulpit, “ but indeed, t¢ was yerself 
that began it.” Perhaps it is a still more 
amusing and confusing encounter. ‘“‘ The 
circumstance happened ina parish of the 
north. The clergyman, on coming into the 
church, found the pulpit occupied by the 
parish idiot. The authorities had been un- 
able to remove him without more violence 
than was seemly, aud therefore waited for 
the minister to dispossess Tam of the place 
be had assumed. ‘Come down, sir, imme- 
diately,’ was the peremptcry and indignant 
call; and on Tam being anmoved, it was 
reperted with still greater energy. Tam, 
however, very coufidently replied, looking 
down from his elevation‘ * Na, na, minister, 
just ye come up wi'me. This is a perverse 
generation, and faith, they need us baith!’”

Or of this 
much more complimentary and pleasant in- 
terrnptiou: Another of these imbeciles 
belonging to Peebles had been sitting at 
church for some time listening atteutively 
to a strong representation from the pulpit 
of the gwiit of deceit and falshood iu Chris- 
tian characters. He was observed to turn 
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if wincing under the supposed attack upon 
himself, be roared ont, ‘ Indeed, minister, 
there’s mair leears in Peebles than me.” 

Some emphatic stories are told by Bishop 
Low’s biographer of a Fife gentleman, poor 
and witty. Awakened suddenly in the 
middle of the night by the onweleome sound 
of thieves rummaging in his drawers, this 
philosopher awoke with all his wits about 
him, and the calmest equanimity of spirit.

claimed the poor laird, ‘‘if I had two or 
three bottles of brandy, d’ye thiok I would 
sell my trees?” Liberal living, claret and 
whisky, net to speak of attainders and con- 
fiscations, put more than trees in danger; 
but despite our national character for fra- 
gality there are always pointed anecdotes 
against houses wanting in a liberal and hos- 
pitable expenditure in Scotland. Nothing 
could be more obnoxious to our forefathers 
than the reproach of meanness, and against 
no quality is the trenchant force of national 
sarcasm 80 contemptuously directed. For 
example, a master leaving a penurious house 
charges his servant, who has accompanied 
him, with the common failing. ‘ Jamie, 
you are drunk!” ‘‘ Indeed, sir,” answers 
Jamie, with ineffible disdain, /wish Jwar.”

PHENOMENA OF GLASS. 


That glass resists the action of most 
acids science has proved; its weight is not 
diminished by use or age. It is more capa- 
ble than other substances of receiving the 
highest degree of polish; if melted several 
times over, and properly cooled down in the 
furnace, presenting a polish which almost 
rivals the diamonds in briiliancy. 

If it be made iuto a phial, with the bot- 
tom much thicker than the sides, and sud- 
denly cooled in the open air, instead of 
being tempered in the usual manner, the 
result on its susceptibility to fractare is the 
most extraordinary. It will bear a heavy 
blow, or severe pressure, from any blunt in- 
strument, uninjurod; bat if any bard and 
angular substance—even so small as a grain 
of flint, or sharp sand—be dropped into the 
phial, the bottom will crack all around, and 
fall off. A small fragment of diamond has 
been seen to pass through the thick bottom 
with apparently as little resistance as if it 
dropped through the web of a spider, In- 
stances have occurred in which one of these 
phials have been struck by a maliet, with a 
force sufficient to drive @ nail into some de- 
scriptions of wood, without causing fracture; 
while a small fragment of flint, dropped 
gently into the phial has cracked the glass 
to pieces. 

A piece of white-hot metal being dropped 
gently into cold water, and taking the form 
of a rounded lump elongated toa tail, is 
terminated a hare te The round part will 
bear a heavy blow without fracture; bat if 
the least particle of the tail be broken off 
the whole flies into inumerable fragments, 
as fine as powder. 

If this glass drop be placed in a wine- 
bottle filled with water, and a smail portion 
of the tail broken off, by the aid of a long 
pair of nippers, the coucussion by the ex; 
plosion (for it is almost similar to an ex- 
plosion ) is so violent as to break the bottle 
and scatter the water in every direction.— 
All these curious results are Owing to @ pe- 
culiar inequality of the glass, which arises 
from the sudden cooling to which it is sub- 
jected.

The following article, translated from a 
late nomber of the Star of the East, a Greek 
newspaper published at Athens, though not 
precisely accurate in every particular, pre- 
sents a fair outline of the chief differences 
between the Roman and the Greek churches. 

I, Concerning the Supremacy of the Pope. 

The Papal church holds that the Pope is 
the only head of the church, the successor 
of the apostle Peter, and the vicar of Christ 
on earth, having the keys of heaven and 
hell, so that. whatsoever he looses or binds 
on earth shall be loosed or bound in heaven; 


thos he is regarded as infallible, and his de-| P®™* 


cision upon disputed points has more at- 
thority than the testimony of the holy ecrip- 
tures themselves. 

The Greek charch on the contrary, main- 
tains that Christ did not leave any special 
vicar on earth, but that all bishops are his 
representatives, and that the Pope is only 
a single bishop. | 


II. Concerning the probession of the Holy 

The Papal charch holds that the Holy 
Spirit proceeds, not only from the Father, 
but also from the Son. The Greek charch, 
on the other hand, maintains that the Holy 
Spirit proceeds only from the Father. 


III. Concerning the unleavened bread, 
and the giving of the bread only to the laity. 

In the celebration of the communion, the 
Papal church uses unleavened bread, and 
permits the laity to partake only of this; 
the Greek charch uses leavened bread, aud 
gives to the communicants woth the bread 
aud the Wine, in remembrance of the death 
of Christ. 


IV. Concerning the rest of the saints, and 
purgatorial fire. 

The Papal church bolds, that in the future 
world there are three conditions: 1. That 
of eternal happiness for the righteous. 2. 
That of eternal punishment for the wicked 
and impenitent. 3. An intermediate state 
fur the souls of those who have repented, 
but not in time to show their repentance in 
the present life by good works. This last 
condition is called the fire of purgatory, or 
the fire which, in a limited time, purifies 
souls from the defilement of sin, and thas 
prepsres them to enter into heaven, In 
other words, this condition is one of tem- 
porary punishment, inflicted by the Lord 
upou the souls of those who bave repented 
before death, but have not bad time to per- 
form good works, and limited to a certain 
duration, at the end of which he permits 
them to enter into the everlasting mansions. 
The Greek church, on the otber hand, holds 
that there are only two conditions, that of 
those who are saved, and that of those who 
will be punished. . And in regard to those 
who have repented, but have not bad op- 
portunity to perform good works, on account 
of the intervention of death, the Greek 
church declares that they are wholly for- 
given at the moment of confession, and that 
there remains nothing for them to expiate 
after death. The papists, however, in de- 
fence of their own church, say that the 
Greeks reject the name, aud still retain the 
thing. For they make offerings to the 
priests, in order that they may pray for the 
dead, and perform masses, and make suppli- 
cations to God, and give alms on bebalf of 
the souls of the departed, which signifies 
that they believe their souls are in torment, 
and that they can by these means better 
their condition; that is, deliver them from 
punishment, and introduce them into heaven; 
which is the same with the purgatorial fire 
of the papal charch. | 

Besides these principal differences, which 
were the cause of the separation of the two 
churches, there are also the following sec- 
ondary ones: 

V. Concerning the celibacy of the clergy. 

The Papal church imposes the condition 
of celibacy on all its priests; the Greek 
church leaves them free to choose married 
or unmarried life. Indeed, at the present 
time, so far as we are informed, in free 
Greece, license is given to no one to Le or- 
dained a priest, unless he is married. 


VI. Concerning the use of graven images 
tn churches and in prviate es. 

The Papal church, as is well known, uses 
in churches and in private houses graved 
and molten images of Christ,of the Virgin, 
and of saints and angels; the Greek church 
ases only pictares. 


VII. Concerning the holy scriptures. 


The Papal church not only hinders the 
distribution of the holy scriptures among 
the people, but also punishes those who read 
them, in the States of the Church, in Na- 
ples, and in Austria, with imprisonment and 
other civil penalties; and in other kingdoms, 
where it cannot ase the temporal sword, it 
uses spiritual weapons for the same end. 
The Greek church, however, both exhorts 
the people to read the holy scripteres, and 
herself distribates them among her spiritual 
children. It is trae that there are some 
even in the Greek church, who have deelined 
from the right way, and who Romanize in 
respect to this sabject; but the usage of the 
Greek chereh is in favor of the holy scrip 
tures.— Watchman and Reflector.

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ART OF POISONING. 


About one hundred and fifty years. ago, 
there was living in Naples, in a quiet way, 
a certain Madam Tofana, who was destined 
to occupy a conspicuous place in history.— 
She lived to a great age, namely seventy 
years, and then was not ready to “ pay the 
debt of nature ;” but she was cut down in 
the midst of her active career by violence ; 
she was hanged. ‘The claim of this woman 
to a place in history is based upon her skill 
in poisoning—an art whieh was much es- 
teemed and practiced in her day, and num- 
bered among its zealous votaries and patrons 
the highest dignitaries of the church and 
State. To believe the stories current in 
Tofana’s time, there were wonderful poisons, 
and altogether above the knowledge of our 
modern chemists, for there were poisons 
conveyed in rings, gloves and handkerchiefs 
which killed by the odor they exhaled, by 
the touch and almost at sight, But the most 
notorious of the artists this Tofana—who 
could reckon up six hundred tombs, as the 
monuments of her skillful practice before 
her real “virtues” became known—made 
use of what in our days is considered one 
of the crudest and most vulgar of poisons— 
arsenic. 

The fact is that the ancients and the no- 
torious poisoners of the fifteenth and six- 
teenth centuries knew as little about the 
chemistry of poisons as of other substances, 
and that the stories about them, are to be 
ranked with the stories of ghosts, witches 
and sorcery. ‘There were poisoners, and 
they had plenty of victims ; and it was only 
by reason of the ignorance and super- 
stition of the people, that the clumsiness of 
their work was not detected. All the little 
chemical skill of those days was 
lized by physicians and priests; and the 
vulgar herd saw, with big eyes, whatever 
did not coincide with the most ordi ex- 
rience. ~ 
But the poisoners of our time have a 
very extensive meteria toxica from which to 
select their subtle “charms.” There are 
poisons which take life with the swiftness 
and certainty of a bullet, ordeath may come 
after a long sleep, or with pleasant dreams, 
or with pains worse than torture. The 
poisoner may procure the material for his 
business, skillfully prepared, of any apothe- 
Poison is cheap; a few cents will 
buy enough arsenic to “ extinguish” a fam- 
ily, and a homeepathic dose of some things 
is enough for a stout man—a sixth of a 
grain of strychnine, for example. 

Luckily tor those who desire to die a 
natural death, the power of the poisoner is 
cireamvented. Every bane has its antidote 
and every poison gives unmistakable evi- 
dence of ites work and Ats presence. No 
crime is detected and punished with such 
certainty as poisoning./ The muderer who 
uses the pistol, bludgeon or knife, often es- 
capes; but how rarely the poisoner! We 
have only to recall the recent cases of Pal- 
Stephens, Hartung, Harden

A very sensible mechanic once made the 
remark to us, respecting a certain machine, 
“Tt is a very i ious, but there is not 
much invention bo ut it.” ‘The idea couch- 
ed in these words, we thought, was contra- 
dictory, and so we asked for no éxpilanation, 

ingenusty a 
very complicated combination of devices to 
produce a@ result that is not yery useful; by 
tnvention I mean the most simple arrange- 
ment of the fewest number of devices to 
produce a truly useful result.” There is, 
perhaps, more truth and shrewd observation 
in these remarks than may appear at first 
sight. This is truly the age of great inven- 
tions; and yet, if we look to other eras, we 
find that as much mechanical ingenuity has 
been exhibited as at the present day. We 
read in ancient memoirs that Jean de Mont- 
royal presented tothe great emperor, Charles 
V, an iron fly which made a circuit around 


the inventor's head, then alighted on his | 
arm and closed its wings, as if it were fa- | 


tigued. This toy certainly exhibited a won- 
derful amount of mechanical ingenuity... In 
1738, Vaucanson constructed one figure 
which played upon the flute, another that 
performed on the tambourine, and.an artifi- 
cial duck which mov@®@ its head, eat and 
drank, flapped its wings, swam on the water, 
dabbled with its bill and quacked like any 
living duck. These feats of mechanical 
ingenuity were exhibited publicly in Paris, 
and they certainly evinced as great powers 
of mind for combining and arranging me- 
chanical devices as were ever witnessed 
in any age; but as they were designed 
for purposes of amusement merely, they 
do not deserve — according to the idea 
we wish to establish—the dignity of being 
called “ great inventions.” We wish to in- 
culcate a more sacred regard for the efforts 
of those men who invent improvements that 
are designed for the benefit, rather than the 


“amusement and wonder, of men; hence we 


think that invention should e&.ways be asso- 
ciated with the idea of ultlity and good to 
mankind. 

This is truly the age of invention. The 
great feature which distinguishes) it from 
every other is the uniform and constant ef- 
fort of inventors to construct machines for 
saving severe human labor—a noble aim for 
a noble end. Some sentimentalists have 
called this a “mechanical age,” and have 
done so in a taunting spirit, as if mechani- 
cal progress were opposed intellectual 
cultivation. The fact is that this is the most 
intellectual age the world has ever seen; 
and this is due in a superlative degree to 
the application of mechanical genius to use- 
ful purposes. The invention of the print- 
ing press has given us cheap periodicals and 
books, and by these knowledge has increas- 
ed, and the general intellect of the whole 
civilized world has thereby been improved 
and refined. By labor-saving machinery, 
thousands of men and women, who were 
aforetime “ yoked with the brutes and fet- 
tered to the soil,” have been lifted from their 
hard lot and advanced to more intellectual 
occupations. The cases of this character 
are so numerous that we have not space to 
name them, but for their sake we ought to 
name this “ the age of invention.” 

With modern inventions we are enabled 
to travel faster and cheaper, to cultivate the 
soil with less labor, to traverse the ocean 
more safely and quickly, and to communi- 
cate with distant friends: in, an instant; in 
short, there is not an art, a manufacture, nor 
a single pursuit for business, or needful 
pleasure, which has not.been elevated and 
benefited by our inventors. It must be a 
source of great pleasure to every sensible 
person to witness the great augmentation in 
the number of patents issued weekly, with 
their claims, as published in our columns: 
it is the best evidence we have of the pro- 
gress and general elevation of all classes, it 
is the most cheering “sign of the times.” 
Every improvement and discovery, of a 
useful nature, is a benefaction to the world; 
every inventor is a benefactor; and this is 
“the age of invention.”—-Scientific Ameri- 
can.

Christianite in Turkey. 


Twelve hundred years since, Mohamet 
red with sword and fire to establish 
the religion of Islam. The sway of the 
false prophet over the Oriental nations has 
been absolute and fearful. The Crescent has 
rested on the sword. Till recently, death 
has been the penalty for apostacy from the 
Koran. It has been emphatically the reli- 
gion of might, not of conscience, reason or 
faith. The times point now to its speedy dis- 
solution by the like means that built it up 
at first. Russia, France and England, the 
Christian powers of the Greek, Roman 
Catholic and Protestant Churches, have 
taken counsel together in view of the pres- 
ent condition of Christians in Turkey. The 
crisis has been precipitated by the slaughter 
of Mount Lebanon Christians by fanatical 
Musselmen of the mountains, and now the 
sword of the Christian powers is to be un- 
sheathed, and as surely as it is, the reign of 
the false prophet is destined to a speedy end. 
In religious usurpations it is quite true, 
“ they that take the sword shall perish with 
the sword.” 

Whatever may be done by the powers of 
Europe to suppress similar massacres, avenge 
the blood of Christians, and in changing the 
government of Turkey or administering its 
affairs, true Christianity, the pure Gospel 
of Jesus, will not depend on such auxiliaries 
for its great work. True it claims for all, 
freedom to worship God, and in one way 
and another its great declaration of liberty 
and right will ultimately prevail against the 
most impreguable despotism, but no aid of 
sword is invoked for its more central and 
holy work—conversion. As a question of 
national diplomacy and human rights, it is 
due that Europe shall protect the 17,000,000 
of Christians from outrages which the im- 
becility of the Ottoman Empire cannot pre- 
vent or punish. 

For forty years American missionaries 
have labored in Nestoria, Armenia and 
other provinces of Turkey. Among the 
Armenians, our missionaries have gathered 
more than fifty congregations and churches. 
They have also met with considerable suc- 
cess among the Nestorians, nor have they 
wholly failed in converting many of the fol- 
lowers of the Greek and Syrian church.— 
Even in Constantinople and other places in 
Turkey the Bible has been studied by Ma- 
hommedans themselves. Recent advices 
indicate a wonderful interest awakened in 
respect to the Holy Scriptures. 

The most relentless opposition the mis- 
sionaries have met hitherto, has been from 
the nominal Christians of the Empire. It 
is estimated that there are, belonging to the 
Greek Church in Turkey 12,000,000, and 
5,000,000 belong to the Armenian, Nesto- 
rian, Coptic, Abyssinian, Roman Catholic, 
and Syrian churches. All these have hier- 
archies which boast connection with the 
Apostles by uninterrupted succession.— 
From prelates and dignitaries of these 
churches, the protestants have endured great 
hardships ; still, the gospel has advanced at 
times with almost pentecostal power. 

The nominal Christianity of the 17,000,- 
000 is almost as far removed from vital 
godliness as the religion of the 20,000,000 
Turks. It has need to be pervaded with a 
new life and a new experience just as much 
as the established church. Protestantism 
with its open and free Bible only can do it, 
not the sword of Christian powers. For this 
the door isopening. The death penalty for 
apostacy is now null and void. Russia may 
claim to be special guardian of the followers 
of the Greek church; but it will not shut 
the door against the missionary. The other 
Oriental hierarchies have already done their 
utmost to prevent the Gospel’s onward pro- 
gress. God, in His providence, is overrul- 
ing the cruel fanaticism of the Druses, so 
as to bring about the protection of life and 
religious liberty, and thus give increased 
facilities to the spread and power of true 
religion. It is a time of exceeding interest, 
and the eyes of the Protestant world may 
well turn to that country where the last con- 
flict of the Bible and the Koran is soon to 
be made; and to end, as we all know it must, 
for the truth.. 

With what faith and prayer do mission- 
aries look upon this great movement of 
Providence; with what hope ought the 
whole Christian world to pray that, in due 
time, the cross of Christ may triumph, not 
only against the false Prophet, but against 
all organized systems that oppose the will 
of God in the salvation of men. 


Are We a Christian Nation? 

It is idle to argue against the fact, for the 
mere purpose of carrying a point.

The 0]d Folks’ Concert. 


This concert—the first of the kind on the 
Pacific coast—held last week was a brilliant 
success. Platt’s new Music Hall was liter- 
ally crowded—the galleries above and the 
large room below. The choir consisted of 
about seventy singers, many of whom were 
dressed in ancient costume, and all of them 
sang well. 

The appearance of the singers was unique 
and no attempt to overdo, of any consequence 
was at all apparent. It was interesting to 
look at the queer and quaint fashions of our 
venerable ancestors.

Our own may seem as 
odd to a future generation, as the past does 
to us; but we must say, we think we have 
improved very much in our style of dress, etc. 

The singing was well done. The old 
tunes produced flue effect; but we are free 
to confess that the musical melody, richness, 
sweetness, as well as scientific accuracy of 
our modern psalmody, as a whole, is far 
superior to that of the “olden time.”— 
Whenever the time comes, when “the great 
Congregation” will do the singing of the 
house of God, with the understanding and 
spirit, the power of our present music will 
fully appear. 

The interest we have felt in this concert 
is one of peculiar character. The reflec- 
tions and memories suggested and recalled 
have been profitable. Though pleased at 
times to merriment, the serious preponder- 
ated. It must have been so with others.— 
The idea of bringing into ridicule—as sug- 
gested by one who perbaps was not there— 
the religious customs and worship of our 
forefathers must have been wholly unthought 
of by the great mass of visitors present, 
and we are sorry that it so much as fixed 
itself in anybody’s mind. 

The object for which the concert was held 
on Friday, and repeated for the Ladies’ 
Protective and Relief, on Tuesday night, 
was more than realized. Howard Street 
Church netted about $800, and the Relief 
Society nearly as much. We hope the great 
success of the “ Old Folks” will not so com- 
pletely turn their heads as to cause them to 
forget themselves, and run their concert 
completely out, but preserve their good name 
and popularity for future and great emer-

Important Dectsion.—The S e 
Court sustains the decision of Judge Hard 
in relation to trespass upon mining lands 
by miners after agricultural improvements 
have been made. The main points of the 
decision are: 

That the mines of precious metal in this 
State are the y of the owner of the 
soil, whether that owner be the State, the 
United States, or an individtal. 

That the Legislature of the State, by vir- 
tue of the State’s sovereignty, may author-~ 
ize any person to invade 
others, and dig for gold, rendering compen- 


tal souls, inspires his “ earnest thought and 
warm desire.” There the aggressive spirit 
of Christianity, ever suited for all circum- 
stances and conditions of humanity, fore- 
shadow’s a mighty work. Floating hea- 
thendom is to be evangelized. An ancient 
prophecy is about to be fulfilled. Faint, 
yet sweetly cheering sounds are echoed o’er 
the waters from the living dead—the notes 
of spring heralding the approach of sum- 
mer. 
The cumulative progress of Christianity 
amongst seamen might well attract the at- 
tention of the world. As in the infancy of 
the church, the Christian convert came out 
in “ bold relief” from the iniquitous practi- 
ces of the heathen, sacrificing the heart-felt 
ties of “ kith and kin,” clang, with a mar- 
tyr’s ardor to the cross; so the converted 
seamen rescued from the maelstrom of rictous 
lust and vicious habits, casts off the life-long 
fellowships of evil, and presents to the 
world an incontrovertible monument of the 
power of truth and God’s grace. 

Iu a late number of the Sailor’s Maga- 
zine, I observed a proposition to employ 
converted seamen as missionaries or colpor- 
teurs on board of ships. God’s blessing 
upon the enterprise. Satan’s dominion is 
to be invaded upon the high seas. In the 
forecastle, that hotbed of corruption—its 
atmosphere pollution—where are sown and 
nurtured the seeds. of depravity, which ex- 
hibit sach banefal fruit in the purlieus of 
vice and profligacy incidental to all mari- 
time ports; in this dead-bouse, where yearly 
expires all that is lovely, pure and generous 
in young and mauly hearts; the glad music 
of the ‘‘ resurrection and the life” is to be 
breathed by the living voice. The silent 


power of the tract is to be seconded by the 
precept and example of a living witness. 
That glorious trath, which selected lake 
fisherman for its first exponents, again seeks 
utterance by unschooled seamen, to make 
the bondmen free and purify a people whose 
powerful influence for good or evil is felt on 
every shore throughout the habitable globe, 

Old Jack’s warmest sympathies are with 
the pioneer missionary on this field. He 
knows the difficulties to be overcome, the 
opposition he has to contend with, and the 
discouragements attending his efforts. The 
ship has left port; her crew, a motley crowd 
of different nations, all, with some excep- 
tions, strangers to each other; men are 
there, old but not aged, prematurely ripened 
for the grave in the warm embrace of sin; 
manhood is there, bearing on its countenance 
the impress of uncoutrofled passion and 
habitual sensuality; and youth Is there, 
which can yet blush as it sips the cup of 
unhallowed pleasore. Their brief stay on 
shore has been one of intense animal excite- 
ment, and with weakened minds and un- 
strung nerves they commence a voyage they 
wish terminated, that they may renew the 
dissipation they have been forced to leave. 
What tales of wickedness are related in the 
dog-watch, when all can meet together; 
their haunts on chore are visited in imagin- 
ation, and their mad revelries and obscenitics 
minutely enomerated; blasphemy is upon 
every tongue, and a desire is manifested to 
excel in relations of vicious experience, as 
the boldly bad attains precedence amongst 
them, All this the Seaman missionary 
must hear; he cannot withdraw, but must 
prayerfully abide his time; he must wait 
until the excitement of first acquaintance is 
over, when the men begin to find their level 
as regards each other, and the yarn spinning 
propensity has spent its force. The time 
spent in waiting is not lost however, he is 
the observed of all observers in the fore- 
castle; hisshipmates are taking his measure; 
his quiet, unobtrusive manner is commented 
upon, and be is already dubbed “ Father 
Taylor,” or “ Holy Joe” What emotions 
he gradually excites in the breasts of these 
men. Apparently he is hated and persecu- 
ted by some, while others mock and deride 
him; but in their secret hearts he has 
awakened embalmed memories long en- 
tombed beneath burdened years of sin. A 
mother’s gentle v # father’s prayer, a 
sister’s mild entreaty vibrates through their 
hearts, and is the token of hope for our 
Sailor missionary; but, his triumph ia not 
yet. He has to pass through an ordeal 
which will reveal the Christian graces of his 
character. In the forecastle he is made the 
batt of their sport, and low taunt, hypocrite, 
coward, fool, is freely bestowed opon him in 
their capricious humours. Doth be appear 
to meditate or pray, the coarsest ribaldry 
and song is indulged in. His books are se- 
cre ted, and his mild rebukes appear, bat, to 
increase the evils he would subdue, His 
faith is ofttimes shaken. There is no Chris- 
tian friend or brother to hold sweet converse 
with; he is thrown upon the bosom of his 
God. The night watches are precious to 
him; they afford seasons of prayer aad self 
communion, And pastime works its perfect 
work, and receives its sure reward. When 
he least anticipates it, a watchmate, the last 
he would have expected, his chief tormentor 
perhaps, seats himself on the spars beside 
him on some lovely night, when the watchers 
are disposed to sleep. Ashamed and half 
reloctant, he asks a question which reveals 
to the spirit of the weary missiovary that 
his prayers are answered; God’s work is 
becoming manifest: The astonished crew 
mark the new formed friendship of these 
two, and the altered conduct of their boon 
associate. They-wot not of the power that 
is present with them, but the susceptibility 
of other hearts soon becomes apparent, and 
by and by the quarter deck is astounded by 
hearing the voice of prayer and praise as- 
cend from a converted forecastle. 

There are more seamen employed ashore 
in this State, than any other in the Union. 
And there is a goodly number of “ old salts” 
connected with the various churches of this 
city, and Old Jack can’t help thinking that 
it is the duty of every one who has cracked 
& biscuit, or knotted a rope-yarn, on board 
of ship, to sympathise and aid in the glori- 
ous work of the “gathering” in of the

traversing missionaries have their prayers, 
and visit occasionally the Bethels and sailor

The palace itself is noted for its modern 
frescoes, many of which are devoted to 
scenes in the life of Napoleon, One of the 
rooms has a gallery supported by caryatides, 
and another room is hung with tapestries 
from designs by Raphael. However, the 
Brera, or the “ Palace of Science and Art,” 
is foremost among the secular edifices of the 
city, although there other places each hav- 
ing some claim to distinction for itself, and 
for what it contains, This. palace encloses 
a court, in which have been erected statues 
of Verri, the historian; COavallieri, the 
mathematician; Caguola, the architect; and 
of Castiglione, an eminent oriental scholar. 


Busts of distinguished men are placed un- 
der the corridor, ronning around the tirst 


floor of the palace; one also on the stairs 
leading to the various departments. The 
establishment embraces the Royal Acade- 
my, schools of the various branches of the 
fine Arts, the Royal Institate of Science, 
an extensive gallery of paintings, the Li- 
brary, a collection of medals and coins and 
curious manuscripts, and various other in- 
ferior parts of one great whole. The Li- 
brary is a rich and large one—rich in man- 
uscripts, and large in the number of its 
volumes, althongh quite eclipsed by the 
great Ambrosian Library of the same city. 
The picture gallery is extensive, The pieces 
number about five hundred, and they are 
arranged in twelve different rooms, though 
without any very nice regard to classifica- 
tion. I think I have seen pictures enough, 
by this time, to be able to pass the very 
poor ones by, and to have a tolerable cor- 
rect eye for the very good ones; and I was 
much pleased with some of the paintings in 
these rooms. In the “ Maseo Lapadario ” 
is the fine brenze statue of Napoleon, by 
Canova, and also the equestrian statues of 
Bernabo Visconti—one of the most horrible 
and cruel of human monsters—claiming to 
be one of the earliest equestrian statues of 


modern times, like one at Padua and one at 
Venice. 

The Ambrosian Library I may have 
spoken of before. It will bear speaking of 
again. Out of Rome it is probably the 
most valuable one in Italy It was founded 
only 250 years ugo; but it bad many fine 
sources to draw from, and it was one of the 
earliest public buildings, not attached to 
some institution, but open to the public in 
general. It was long presided over by the 
celebrated Cardinai Mai—one of the most 
learned men of the recent centuries. He 
was the person who discovered, or followed 
up the discovery, that many an old manu- 
script of the classic era, and of the first 
centuries, existed on the parchments of the 
library underneath, legends, comments and 
silly stories of the monkish ages. As the 
monks had obliterated the ancient charac- 
ters to make room for their own lucubra- 
tions, so he obliterated their hand-work, in 
order to restore the brightness of the orig- 
inal. And such was his saccess that many 
treasures of a literary sort were found in 
nook and corners and dusty piles, where no 
one before had ever dreamed of looking for 
them. The number of manuscripts in that 
collection is greater than 5,000—consisting 
largely of interlined translations and com- 
mentaries, of various portions of the Holy 
Scriptures. Frequently shown as specimens 
of this sort of thing are fragments of a 
version of the Bible, made A. D. 360-380, 
by Ulfila, Bishop of the Morsogoths. There 
is a copy of Virgil, annotated by Petrarch; 
a Josephus, translated into Latin, by Ru- 
finus, who died in 410, A. D.; and there 
are fragments of a manuscript of the works 
of Homer, with 58 illuminated miciatures, 
claiming, like the Virgil of the Vatican, at 
Rome, to be the earliest volume extant, of 
the illuminated order; and there are many 
others of no less value and interest. 

From the Ambrosian Library, we may 
pass out of the angle of the city, near the 
military hospital, to the ancient church of 
St. Ambrose, which he founded when Bish- 
op of Milan, aod dedicated to Saints Pro- 
tasius and Gervasius. This was about the 
fourth century. Posterity bas nearly for- 
gotten those saints and martyrs, and has 
dedicated the building to Ambrose himself. 
The present structure, though several times 
repaired, has stood since the year 880, and 
so has gathered the memorials of a thons- 
and living years about it. No old church 
has interested me so much as that; and I 
remained there a long time, and nearly ex- 
haasted the patience of the queer, short, 
lisping, young ecclesiastic who took aie 
round the more private of the ancient basi- 
lica. It has a court in front; and then an 
atrium, consisting of an oblong square, sar- 
rounded by arcades, six arches on each side 
and three on each end. Everything about 
this is very plain and simple, and rather 
rnde. Fragments of frescoes may still be 
discerned on the walls of the atrium; while 
orns, altars, slabs of tombs and sepulchral 
inscriptions have been arranged along the 
walls. The doors of the church, closely 
grated and covered, have each a pannel of 
those antique cypress doors of an early 
stracture, which were closed against the 
emperor Theodosius, by St. Ambrose him- 
self, after a slaughter visited by that un 
sparing monarch on the inhabitauts of Thes- 
salovica. The architectare of this old build- 
iog is rude Lombard, although in the inte- 
rior pointed arches have been built up be- 
neath the round ones to prevent them from 
coming down. There are some peculiarities 
within, which I can give noidea of. Be- 
tween the tribane and the nave is a Bald- 
achino, or canopy, over the high altar, re- 
splendent with blue and gold; too glittering 
for the general cast of the colors of the 
church. Four colamns of porphyry sup- 
port this canopy. Beneath the altar are 
the ashes of Awbrose, as well as those of 
the two saints, to whom the church was ear- 
liest dedicated, The greatest attraction of 
the place, to some, is the altar, or rather 
the facing of it. The front consists of plates 
of gold; while the back and ends are cov- 
ered with plates of silver, all enameled and 
set with precious stones that have but a 
rough polish op them, and all of them 
Ee covered with figeres in bas-relief —

It is 
probably an image brought from some hea- 
then temple. Near one end of the singing 
gallery is a figure in bas-relief of half-length, 
inscribed Sanctus Ambrosins, and presnmed- 
to be an early representation of him. There 
are many more things on walls, in chapels, 
above, below, and in adjoining buildings, of 
some interest to a visiter; but I will not let 
my enthusiasm for St. Ambrose rest at this 
point, though the brief story ends. 

From this chrch, past an old broken col- 
umn, dug up, and set up in recent years, a 
relic of ages gone, one goes a short distance 
only, to another old church, but not so old, 
by any means, which has little of itself to 
interest me. It is the Santa Maria delle 
Grazie.” The style of it is the Lombard 
gothic, and it is built of brick with terra- 
cola Dolsbings. It was once the chapel of 
a convent of Dominsicans, now suppressed, 
as well as long ago. On the. wail of one 
end of the dining-room of the convent, 
Leonardo da Vinci painted in oil his con- 
ception of the Last Supper. The picture 
bas had a remarkable history, and after all 
its misfortunes is still a wonderful one.— 
Much of it has been touched and re-touched, 
yet it was so good, that nobody could spoil 
it. ‘There are in Milan two good copies of 
it; there are fair ones elsewhere; and many 
engravings of it can be found in all parts 
of the Christian world so that it can never 
be lost, and will remain “‘a joy forever.” 
It was no slight gratification to me to be 
able to gaze awhile at the original. 

Bat, partial as I am to the cathedral at 
Milan, I have not yet taken you thither. 
It will appear none the worse in consequence. 
It will bear comparisons. Behold it, then, 
an efflorescence of beauty, a wilderness of 
marble bursting into bloom. You may 
have seen cuts of it. I have seen photo- 
graphs, but I have found nothing of the 
sort that does it justice. Nothing of the 
sort can show the delicate tints of the mar- 
ble itself, which are among the prime glories 
of the edifice. No other grand cathedral 
is so rich, gorgeous and beautifal, from first 
to last, in surroundings, materials, design, 
style, execution, finish and decoration. I 
have already seen several grander, vaster, 
sublimer edifice’, but I bave not seen, nor 
do I anticipate seeing, elsewhere, a more 
perfectly beautifal ecclesiastical structare 
than that. I speak of it thus, notwith- 
standing the fact that, at the west end, the 
edifice seems wide in proportion to its hight, | 
and that the interior is rather dark, in spite 
of several very large and magnificent win- 
dows. The exterior is the finest, and the 
upper part surpasses tne lower. The view 
from the higbest pinnacle, just below the 
gilded statue of the Madonna which crowns 
the spire, is one of the noblest in the world. 
In a clear state of the atmosphere, one can 
see the Alps on one side of the plain and 
the Appenines on ancther, and all very dis- 
tant, throwing back the light in many varied 
tints, while an immense plain stretches away 
on every side of bim, dotted with towns and 
cities, and laced with silver rivers. Below 
are the roofs, turrets, pinnacles, statues, 
finials, and abundant ornamental and tra- 
cery work of the Cathedral itself. All is 
very wonderful, and a person seems almost 
lost amid the infinitude of the details. I 
remained up there among saints, angels, 
cherabs and graces in marble uniil the sun, 
in his going down, gilded them with a glory 
that seewed to lift all quite above every- 
thing gross and earthy, raising them infi- 
nitely above their present lofty plane.

A Town.—Alvarado, until now, 
has never had a doctor of medicine. But 
the Herald says that two physicians simul- 
taneously, but unknown to one another, 
made their appearance, on Wednesday last. 
If the place was fortunate before their ar- 
rival, is it so now ? 


Fires at Grass VALLEY.—Grass Val- 
ley has been in a state of intense alarm 
from nightly attempts of incendiaries. On 
Monday night of last week five buildings 
were destroyed. The next night another 
alarm was sounded. The flames were quick- 
ly extinguished without any damage.— 
Thursday morning another fire was kindled 
and put out, but on the night of the same 
day a fire of fearful violence occurred which 
in its course swept to ashes between thirty 
and forty buildings and contents, worth al- 
together some $40,000. Main street, on 
both sides, from the Western Hotel to Au- 
burn street, was totally swept of buildings. 
The fire broke out in a bowling alley at the 
corner of Main and Auburn streets, and 
was undoubtedly the work of incendiaries. 
The fire obtained such headway that not- 
withstanding the extreme exertions of the 
firemen, they were unable to subdue it till 
a large amount of property was destroyed. 
Pennsylvania Hose Company, No. 2, of this 
city, repaired instantly to Grass Valley on 
seeing the flames, and did good service in 
subduing the fire. 

TEMPERATURE.—The maximum of the 
thermometer, (Dr. Logan’s standard) on 
Friday, was 92 degrees, within one degree 
of the maximum of the season, which was 
on the 29th of July. Those who voted it 
the hottest of the season, were so nearly cor- 
rect in their conclusions, that no one, unless 
extremely captious, would impeach the sound- 
ness of their judgment.— Sacramento News.

Tae New Brancu or InpusteY.—At 
North San Juan, Samuel Baldwin & Son 
are building a 40 ton schooner to run on the 
Sacramento river. The schooner on which 
he is at work is 36 feet long, breadth of 
beam 15 feet, and depth 5 1-2 feet, The 
timbers are of gray oak, which Mr. Bald- 
win pronounces first rate for ship building. 
The schooner is to be set up in Sacramento, 
and when completed will be run by the old 
man and his two sons. A nice yawl to ac- 
company the schooner was lying completed 
in the shop. This is probably the first at- 
tempt at ship building in the mountains 
California and may inaugurate a new 
profitable branch of business. — Nevada 
Jourual.

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BY PONY EXPRESS 


St. Louis Dates to August 8th. 
From the Alta and Bulletin we gather 
the following interest items : 


Advices from Syria state that the Chris- 
tians are leaving the interior for the coast, 
to be under the protection of European 
vessels. Thirty-two thousand persons have 
already arrived at Dreistesayber (?). 


It is said that Abdel Kader has offered 
his services to Napoleon for the suppression 
of the atrocities at Lebanon, if the French 
Government will place at his disposal 3,000 
men. He engages to pacify the mountains 
in a very short time. 

Reports were current in Paris of the 
issue of two hundred millions of francs, on 
treasury bonds, for the expedition to Syria, 
which is to be on a large scale. Gen. 
Kricher had been appointed French Envoy 
to Syria, and he would be followed bya 
division of tr and two French steam 

unboats. ‘The Spanish Government were 
about to send ships-of-war to Syria. 

Great excitement pavalc’ among the 
Musselmans, of the Herzegovina, against 
Christians. The Paris correspondent of 
the London Herald asserts that England and 
France will send a force of 25,000 men 
under McMahon. ‘This was regarded as an 
exaggeration, though there was no doubt of 
a strong expedition being sent by France. 

Great anxiety was felt at Beyrout res- 

ing the Christians, who, to the number 
of 4,500, had taken refuge in the South 
Kerrotan and were surrounded by a power- 
ful body of Druses. 


Paris, July 21.—Consular reports from 
Syria state that the massacres which have 
taken place are the result of a conspiracy 
of the Mussulmans. ‘The report had been 
spread among the Druses that European 
diplomacy was about to drive away the 
Turks from Europe. The Druses determ- 
jned on exterminating the Christians in 
Syria. 

The news from Europe is to July 26, per 
steamship Canadian. 

It was reported that a convention relative 
to the Great Powers in Syria, was signed 
at Paris on the 26th. 

Eleven thousand French troops have gone 
to Syria, and thirty-five hundred English, 
and a fleet of ships were going. 

The Palermo correspondent of the New 
York Times says, the existence of a secret 
treaty between France and Piedmont has 
been discovered by Garibaldi. By the 
terms of this treaty Piedmont will be al- 
lowed to annex Sicily, but not the Marches 
and Umbria. Piedmont may have Venice 
if she can win her. France, in return, is 
to have the Islands of Sardinia and Colba, 
with other territorial grants. It is alleged 
that the treaty is already signed. 

The refusal of the Neapolitan naval offi- 
cers to act against Sicily is confirmed. Four 
frigates had joined this pronunciamiento. 

The steamer Ellen Vanveren, of Liver- 
pool, and four other foreign vessels, had been 
seized at Naples. 

A Spanish journal says, in consequence 
of outrages committed on Spanish subjects 
in Venezuela, the government had ordered 
some vessels of war there. 

Naples had ordered the withdrawal of 
all her troops from Sicily. 

Garibaldi has captured Melazzo. The 
King of Sardinia resolved to send an auto- 
graph letter to Garibaldi, requesting him 
not to attack the continental possessions of 
the King of Naples. 

A Naples dispatch of the 22d, says Mes- 
sina was evacuated by the Royal troops, 
who are being transferred by steamship to 
Naples. 

Domestic News. 

Advices from Nassau, per steamship, re- 
port a slave schooner ashore on Sand Yard 
Kep, she left Africa with four hundred 
negroes, and of whom forty had died. The 
balance had been brought to Nassau by 
wreckers. ‘The vessel’s name is unknown. 
The captain is said to have cut his throat 
the first day out. The mate shortly after- 
wards was drowned. ‘Three of the crew 
were at Nassau. 


It is supposed the election of Kentucky 
has gone against the Democracy. A dis- 
patch, dated Cincinnati, Aug. 6, says the 
returns from the Kentucky election to-day 
for Clerk of the Court of Appeals indicate 
the election of Combs, Union candidate, by 
a large majority. Returns from 11 coun- 
tiesin Kentucky give Combs 9,065 majority, 
a gain over the Governor’s vote of last year 
of 8,336. The election of Combs, in Ken- 
tucky, is conceded. 


PerersspurG, Va. Aug. 6.—The 
press Neutral has just received the following 
from reliable sources. At Raleigh, full re- 
turns from forty-five counties show a net 
gain for Pool of 3,049, over Fillmore’s vote 
in 1856. The forty-five counties constitut- 
ing two-thirds of the popular vote in the 
State—admitting that Pool will gain in the 
same ratio in the rest of the State—Elles 
majority will be 7,587. The Democratic 
majority in the Legislature will be reduced 
but it isjtoo large to be overcome. 

The Democracy have evidently carried 
the Arkansas’ election. Johnson, for Gov- 
ernor is probably elected by 10,000 major- 
ity. 

There is a report that the Chinese Am- 
bassador Hien Fung is dead. Should it be 
confirmed, it is probable that the allies may 
receive propositions of peace from Pekin. 

Henry Crossly has been appointed Judge 
of Utah, vice Hayden, resigned, 


Official dispatches from Utah state that, 
in addition to the hundred revolvers hereto- 
fore supplied, sixty rifles, together with the 
necessary ammunition, have been furnished 
by the proper military officers, to the Pony 
Express riders for defence against the Indi- 
ans. 


WasuinetTon, Aug. 6 —Notwithstanding 
the denial from an official quarter that an 
order has been given to purchase Lime 
Point, near San Francisco, it appears that

Department for $200,000 for the purpose, 
and the draft was issued. Strangely enough, 
however, the draft was cancelled to-day at 
the Treasury Department. 

Religious Inteliigence. 

PERFECT religious liberty for all Protes- 
tants has been proclaimed by the Legislative 
Assemblies of Parma, Modena, Tuscany, 
and the Legations. Naples, Venetia, and 
the Papal States being now the only re- 
maining States of Italy in which the free 
organization of Protestant congregations is 
still forbidden. There is a Presbytery of 
the North of Italy, embracing Nice, Genoa, 
Leghorn, Florence, Malta, Gibralter, Pau, 
and Cantones. 

EVANGELICAL Cuurcn at Lyons, 
France.— Lyons is the second city in 
France in population and political influence. 
The city and environs contain quite 3,000- 
000 inhabitance. It is the most ancient 
Episcopal See of the Roman Catholic church 
in France. The Archbishop of Lyons, who 
is also a cardinal, is styled the “ Primate of 
all the Gauls.” Lyons is also the seat of 
the greatest missi society of the Ro- 
man Catholic world. It is st “ The So- 


almost the enfiré Roman Catholic church. 
There is a society in Austria, called “ The 
d Society,” and one in Bavaria called 
“ The Lowis Society,” but neither, nor both 
combined, can be compared, for resources 
and influence, with “ The Society fer Prop- 
agating the Faith,” at Lyons. “ An- 
nats,” as the monthly periodical of the soci- 
ety is callod, is published at London, and 


several other capital cities in Europe, as 


well as at Lyons.” Its circulation, in several 
languages, is immense. 

It is remarkable that, although Lyons is 
the most Roman Catholic city in France, it 
is precisely the city where an evangelical 
protestantism has made the most progress 
during the last twenty-five years. The 
evangelical society of that city sustains at 
least eight or ten chapels, and employs 
seventeen missionaries, who give all their 


ten others, who give a portion of their time. 
These missionaries are ministers of the gos- 
pel, evangelists, colporteurs, bible readers 
ond school teachers. The receipts of the 
society in 1859 were 79,340 francs (nearly 
$16,000) and its expenditures 84,265 francs. 

Twenty-five years ago, there was only 
one evangelical protestant chapel in Lyons, 
and one evangelical minister—the late elo- 
quent Adolphus Monod. Now there are 
several, without including the pastors of the 
national protestant church, some of whom 
are evangelical. On the whole, there has 
been more spiritual life among the protes- 
tants in Lyons than in any other city in 
France. We ought to add, that the evan- 
gelical society of that city has been greatly 
aided by the Christians of England and 


Switzerland, and considerably by citizens of 
this country, chiefly through the American 


and Foreign Christian Union.
